But it is interesting, for It corn- 
hints most of the rmiln false Ideas 
and superstitions about leprosy. 
The idens are thousands of years 
old 
They 
date 
from 
biblical 


times, when the "leper" was an 
object of fear, horror and disgust. 


Actually, what the •scriptures 
called leprosy was often some 
other disease. 
But 
the 
word 
'"leper" or "moral leper" has come 
down as one of tS» worst terms 
of insult and disgrace in our lun- 
jruagc. Still Carries JJuriltm 


Today the perron with leprosy 
still carries this terrible burden. 
The deep-rooted ideas, Still popu- 
lar, make it one of the diseases of 
false shuiw and fear.

patients, and take only reasonable

Many people, especially adults, 


have u high immunity to the dis- 
ease. Children are more susccpll- 
bls to infection. The disease is not 
hereditary. 


Not, all cases of leprosy are con- 


Iqglous, There is also no evidence 
that animals or insects spread 
the disease. You could not got it 
by wearing or touching an object 
made or used by a patient, 


There are the known medical 
facts. It is still not known just 
how the disease Is transmitted. It 
apparently takes a long lima for 
the disease to develop after Infec- 
tion occurs, 
The disease may affect the skin, 


mutilating tissues or hit at nerves, 
killing them, 
Leprosy is extremely rare in 
this country. There are less than 
400 patients at Carvllle. Three 
stales, 
Louisiana, 
Texas, 
and 
Florida, produce the most cases. 
It is more common In tropical 
and sub-tropical countries. It WHS 
once fairly widespread In Europe, 
but mysteriously has disappeared 
there. 


No Automatic Warrant 


Leprosy Is not an automatic 


death warrant. It Is, usually not 
fatal. 
People's fingers and toes 


do not drop off, 


A new class of drugs, the sul- 


fones, hall the disease in many 
people. Among these are promin, 
sulfatrono, and diasono. Fifty-two 
patients were sent home from 
Carvlllo in the year ended last 
June 30. In 46 the disease was 
arrested, or in effect cured. The 
oilier six still are being treated at 
home. 
The sulfones are the first real 


medical breakthrough against the 
leprosy bug. Other newer drugs 
promise even better results. 
But even when a patient goes 
home, with his disease controlled, 
his battle usually is not over. 
Friends and employers are afraid 
of him, for he's a "leper." The 
stigma ot the disease is perhaps 
its worst aspect. 


To help remedy this, many au- 
thorities urge that leprosy not be 
called leprosy at all. They call it 
Hanson's disease, after the scien- 
tist who discovered the bacteria, 
It Is, they say, a disease and 
not a disgrace. 
They want to abolish the word, 
leper. 
Calling someone a leper 


is no more justlflcd, they say, 
than calling a tuberculosis patient 
n "tuber" or a cancer patient a 
"cane," 


Some who have had experience 


with this disease believe there is 
no really good reason for segre- 
gating these patients. 
They be- 


lieve that under certain condi- 
tions, many could be treated at 
home and move about normally 
even before their, disease was ar- 
rested. 


But state laws aren't likely tt 
be changed until science cracks 
the mystery of just how the dis- 
ease is transmitted, 


In time, says Dr, Frederick A. 
Johunsen, 
medical 
director of 


Carville, family physicians will be 
treating the occasional patient 
they find with Hanson's disease. 
There will no longer bo any exile, 
fear, superstition and' disgrace.

This and 
all the other precious privileges of our citi- 
zenship are wasted on people who will not 
take time to go to the polls to register and 
to vote. 


If you do not register and do not vote, 


you arc not doing your simple duty as an 
Ametican citizen and you voluntary surren- 
der a very important privilege.

of this week. Putting it off until later may 
cost you your vote as something may hap- 
pen to prevent your registering on th<j final 
days next week. 


THE SUPR~mEfoOURT 


Where docs the Supremo Court belong in 


relation to the racing currents of political, 
economic and social affairs? 


Under the U. S, Constitution, the judl- 


dtu-.v is an Independent arm of the govern- 
ment, co-equal In authority with the Con- 
gress and the presidency, Like those other 
two branches, it is part of a system of 
"checks and balances" designed to prevent 
the arbitrary, unwise use of political power. 


Historically, the Supreme Court as the top 


Judicial ngcney in America came to exercise 
its check on the legislative and executive 
authority by passing upon the constitu- 
tionality of measures enacted into Jaw. It 
does not do this its a matter of course, but 
only %s hen a test is made. 


Plainly the court is thus in a position to 


do heavy damage to the enacted program of 
a particular Congress or president. The 
Supreme Court's smashing blows against the 
late President Roosevelt's New Deal meas- 
ures in the mid-thirties provide a perfect 
example. 


\Vas this carrying "checks and balances" 


too far? 
Mr. Roosevelt thought so. He 


launched his famous fight to "pack" the high 
court by adding six extra members who 
presumably would have been sympathetic to 
hi? proposals. He lost that battle but won 
the war when death and resignation of sit- 
ting justices enabled him to appoint men 
of hi* own choosing. The court promptly 
reversed its stand on the critical issues. 


Many careful thinkers believed Mr. Roose- 


vclt w as basically right in his outlook toward 
the court, even though they may not neces- 
sarily have approved his "packing" plan. 
Some quoted famed Justice Oliver Wendell 
Holmes, who said: "The Supreme Court must 
follow the election returns." 


But isn't there a danger that a court 


which follows the election results too closely 
may so completely take on the color of the 
party in power that it yields its inde- 
pendence? 


Both Mr. Roo&evelt and President Tru- 


man have elevated corlaln men to the Su- 
preme 
Court 
whose 
chief 
qualification 


seems to have been that they were loyal 
Democrats. Republican presidents undoubt- 
edly would have done the same thing. 


But the IC-ycar hold on the White House 


represented by the Roosevelt-Truman regime 
provided such an opportunity. That the 
court does not wholly reflect their views 
arises from two facts: Some of the ap- 
pointees did not turn out as expected and 
one or two wore selected deliberately for 
their opposing concepts of government. 


There is no harder question than how to 


strike a balance between a eourt which 
might block vital social progress and one 
which would weakly servo as a rubber stamp 
for a ruling political party.

I've Jived In England itnd America and I've almost 
circled the tjlobo—but tot myself, wile, and, son, 
the Soviet Union is ow future homo. For a while, 
however, I wouldn't ieol right going there to livex. 
By hinging its praises wherever I go, I think I can 
be oC the most vu^ue to it. It's too easy to go to the 
Soviet Union, breathe free air, end live happily 
ever afterward.'" 
Concerning hii relationship to the Communist 


party, he sali, 
". , .In answer to the question as to whether 


ho was a Communist, he replied 'I characterize 
myself as an anti-Fascist!' However, he said he 
wasn't a member though hs would choose it over 
the Republicans, explaining that 'In my association 
with Communists throughout the world, I have 
found them to be the first people to die, the first 
to sacrillcc, and the first to understand Fascism."" 
Fascism not being an organized party or move- 


ment today, Robeson's ttnswer would bo regarded 
by those who huve studied the Jargon of the Com- 
munist movement to be that he ii pro-Communist. 
H« clarified this position in the "Daily Worker" on 
April 2i, 1947, when he said: 


"There arc only two groups in the world today 
—Fascists and antl-Fascista. The Communists be- 
long to the anti-Fascist group and 1 Habel myself on 
unU-FiibClst, Tho Communist party is tt legal one 
like the Republican or Democratic parly and I 
could belong to either. 1, eould Just us well think 
of Joinlns the Communist party as any other." 


Few pro-Communists in the United States have 
so consistently joined front movements, particularly 
those which have been declared subversive > by 
various agencies of the government of the United 
States. Front movements are bodies organized by 
the Communist party to include fellow-travelers, 
Innocent do-gooders, and just pain joiners around 
a hard core of Communist management. The fact 
that Koboson appears In nearty all of them woud 
indicate to the student of the problem that he Js 
a regular part of thr Communist apparatus, avail- 
able for any service that may be required of him. 


Also, it is usual for what are known as oppor- 
tunists to run away when the going gets to be un- 
pleasant. In fact, some of the most unconscionable 
ol them are now negotiating with Tito to organize 
in the United States an anti-Stalinist group. Such 
persons are correctly assessed by the Communist 
as "rats," because they desert sinking or apparently 
sinking ships. They are not among those who, hav- 
Jng discovered their errors, repent, make public 
confession of error, and Sght then1 former asso- 
ciates. Bather they are sneaks who with magnetic 
skill seek: out the popular and shun the unpopular 
causes. 
*' 
Paul Robeson is not that kind of person, He has 
consistently for nearly 20 years stood by the Com- 
munist party and Soviet Russia and has not only 
never deserted their causes, but he has followed 
every twist und turn of the party line. It is justifi- 
able from the long and complete record to say 
that Faul Robeson's pro-Communism /is con$istenl, 
constant, and fixed. 
The strength.of Paul Robeson within the Com- 


munist group is evident from the fact that at the 
necond PcnkskiU concert, they appeared,as * dis- 
ciplined fotcc, with « militarily organized body- 
guard. They have not risked an exposure of their 
private ormy for anyone else. Naturally that was 
provided for one %vho said <June 19,1949): 


i "Yes, I love this Soviet people more than any 


other nation, because of then* suffering and sacri-
